Settlement of Yap Con- 
troversy Would Make 


Censideration by League! 


of Nations Unnecessary. 


Washington, June 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Direct negotia- 
tions have been begun between the 
United States and Japan for the 
settlement of the questions pending 
between them. These include the 
island of Yap, the immigration ques- 
tion, the alien land question and the 
return of Shantung to China by 
Japan. 

The negotiations are being con- 
ducted by Baron Shidenara, the Jap- 
anese ambassador, and Secretary 
Hughes. The settlement of the Yap 
question would make unnecessary 
the consideration of this question 
by the league of nations. 

It has been expected that the Yap 
issue would be left to the adjust- 
ment by the league council, which 
is to meet tomorrow in Geneva. 
The French government, in answer 
to the American protest against the 
award of the mandate for the island 
to Japan, said it would bring the 
subject before council. It is under- 
stood the basis for settlement in the 
nesetiations between Ambassador 
Shidehara and Secretary Hughes 
will be the internationalization of 
the cable imigration issue on the 
basis of the complete stoppage of 
all Japanese coolie imigration, with 
proper protection for Japanese 
property rights already acquired in 
the United States. 

Japan’s promise to return Shan- 
tung to China, it is said is to be 
executed as soon as practicable and 
without reference of the question 
to any European tribunal. The ini- 
tial steps have been taken for the 
evacuation of the portion.ef tne 
province held by the Japanese, the 
military force having been reduced 
to between three thousand and 
thirty-five hundred soldiers. Ad- 
vices from Tokio have said this 
force would be withdrawn as soon 
as China provided guards for the 
railroad and property in the towns. 

Japan, it is stated, will retain 
only such privileges in the pro- 
vince as are common to the other 
nations, such as a portion of the 
international] compound, which Chit- 
na is to be required to establish a 
the port of Tsingtau, on the Bay of 
Kiao Chou. Japan, it is explained, 
never has taken over all of the 
railroad properties formerly oper- 
ated by the Germans in Shantung2, 
confining her claims to that por- 
tion of the railroad from Tsingtau 
to Tsinan Fu, and leaving the im- 
portant line crossing the province 
at the latter junction in the nands 
of the former operatives. under the 
nominal control of the Chinese gov- 
ernment. It is proposed that Japan 
_operate the Tsinan-Fu  Tsingtau 
branch jointly with the Chinese.

FEDERAL AUTHORITIES 
START INVESTIGATION 


Arms Are Reported to 
Have Been Smuggled On 
Ship as “Engine Room 
Supplies.” 


New York, June 15.—(By.the.As- 
sociated Press.)\—More than 500 
modern machine guns with hundreds 
of spare parts, suspected by gov- 
erment officials to have been des- 
tined for Ireland, were seized here 
today by United States customs offi- 
cials. The arms, found aboard the 
American steamship East Side, were 
subsequently taken from the cus- 
toms men as they were being cart- 
ed away from the pier by Hoboken 
police, acting on a search and seiz- 
ure warrant sworn out by a man 
giving the name of Frank Willlams. 
No further information concerning 
him was available at Hoboken po- 
lice headquarters. He alleged they 
had been stolen from him on June 11. 
The arms were taken to police head- 
quarters at Hoboken and will be 
held pending a hearing before the 
recorder to determine who is en- 
titled to their custody. 

According to reports reaching gov- 
ernment agencies, two changes of 
crews, brought about by the nation- 
wide marine strike, resulted in dis- 
covery of the arms. It was reported 
that a member of one of the crews 
“tipped off’ the government investi- 
gators. 

Presence of' the arms on board 
the East Side was not known to the 
owner of the ship, the United States 
shipping board, or its managing op- 
erators, until they were informed

Chancellor Barrow Lauds 
Spirit of Alumni in Un- 
dertaking to Secure 
Fund for Alma Mater. 


“UNCLE DAVE” CHEERED 
AT ANNUAL LUNCHEON 


Number of High School 
Graduates of State In- 
creased Ejight-fold in 20 
Years, Barrow Says. 


‘Athens, Ga., June 15.—(Special.) 
Pledging every man in the Univer- 
sity of Georgia alumni to the task 
of raising the one million dollar 
war memorial fund October 11 to 


November 11, alumni representa- 


tives from every part of Georgia 
and from other states today perfect- 
ed their fittal plans to provide their 
Alma Mater with an adequate plant. 

Chancellor David C. Barrow was 
greeted with an ovation when he 
arose to address the society at the 
annual luncheon today in Denmark 
hall. “The fine thing about this 
movement is that the university as 
a corporation is not behind it,”’ he 
said. “It ig a voluntary offer of 
the graduates of the university, the 
sons of Georgia. 

“The trustees did not blow a horn 
or beat a bell. They did not raise 
a cry. The alumni came to the as- 
sistance of the university of their 
own free will. I am told that Il 
was afraid of the proposition when 
it was first mentioned, and perhaps 
I was. But the alumni were not, 
and as an alumnus of the university 
the raising of this fund is my 
problem although it is not my prob- 
lem as an executive. This move- 
ment, coming as it does from out- 
side the campus, demands my eter- 
nal gratitude. 

“You must wake the conscious- 
ness of the alumni and the other 
citizens of Georgia. The problem 
is that of providing for the high 
school students. Look at the corner 
stone on Candler hall as you go by. 
It reads 1901. That is the last 
dormitory that the university has 
built. When it was opened there 
were 532 graduates of three and 
four year high schools of the state. 
Today, 20 yeara, later, there are 
over four thousand graduates of 
four year high schools and not a 
brick has been taid for dormitories 
on the old campus in that time. 
Some houses have been repaired and 
fitted for the use of students, but 
not through state funds.. The work 
was done by money raised from a 
student fee, and it is to the eternal 
credit of the students that not one 
of them complained of that tax. 

High School Graduates Increase. 

“What am I to do under the bur- 
dens of the situation? I can’t help 
myself. I am trying to do my best 
for the children of Georgia. If you 


were in my situation, it would para- 


lyze you to Know that the number 
of high school graduates had in- 
creased eight foid since the last 
dormitory was built, and that you 
were expected to do something fo>- 
them. 

“The question is before the people 
of Georgia. Shall this become a 
high school state, satisfied with 
high school education and nothing 
higher? If the answer is ‘Yes,’ let 
the state stop upbuilding the unil- 
versity, let it stop and rot, for that 
is what it will do. It needs the 
Saving grace of education and re- 
ligion to keep any country from 
decay.” 

C. Murphey Candler, president of 
the society of the Alumnl, presided 
at the luncheon. Responses to 
toasts were made by Hatton Love- 
joy. of LaGrange; W. T. Anderson, 
of Macon; D-. J. Herty, editor of 
The American Chemical Magazine 
of New York; W. L. Erwin, Robert 
Troutman, Harold Hirsch, Eugene 
Oberdorfer and E. Way Highsmith. 
Morton Hodgson, of Athens, led the 
singing of the old college songs. 

There was no question about the 
loyalty and determined purpose of 
the sons of Georgia as they answer- 
ed the roll call class by class 
pledging themselves and their com- 
rades to the service of the war me- 
morial fund campaign next fall.

Deterioration of Property to 
Cost Billion and Half, 
Cummins Says.

Claims for deterioration during 
the period of federal control, which 
the railroads are presenting now, 
will aggregate $1,500,000,000, it was 
estimated Wednesday by Senator 
Cummins, of lowa, chairman of the 
interstate commerce committee. 
The public, Cummins said, will not 
realize what it cost the government 
to run the railroads until congress 
makes ready to appropriate for the 
shortage.

SEVEN MEN DEAD 
IN TRUCK GRAS 


Motor Wrecked as It Hits 
Tender of Express Train 
in New Jersey City. 
Nine Hurt. 


Perth Amboy, N. J., June 15.—Seven 
firemen were killed and nine others 
injured when a fire truck crashed 
into the tender of the Barnegat 
expréss at the Market street cross- 
ing of the Central railroad of New 


Jersey at 5:50 o’clock this evening. ' 


The firemen, members of the Eagle 
hose and chemical company, a vol- 
unteer organization, were on their 
way to a small warehouse fire when 
the accident happened. 

Fire department officials’ declared 
¢onight that the safety gates at 
the crossing were not down when 
the express, bound from Jersey City 
to Barnegat and travelling at the 
rate of more than forty miles an 
hour, hove into sight. The driver 
of the fire truck, atso traveling at 
a fast clip, tried frantically to avoid 
the collision, witnesses said, but 
crashed into the tender of the fast 
moving train. The firemen on the 


truck were thrown to the ground,| 


some of them falling beneath the 
wheels of the train and being in- 
stantly killed. The injured were 
taken to the Perth Amboy hospital. 

The dead are Hans Holt, John 
Donegan, John Porgeson, Peter Lar- 
son, Joseph Kutcher, George Larson 
and James Anderson, all of Perth 
Amboy. 


Plan Is Favored 
To Elect Women 
On School Board 


Amendment to Give Schools 
State Fund and Tuition 
Fees Is Defeated. 


The charter revision committee 
Wednesday afternoon went on rec- 
ord as favoring a plan sponsored 
by Councilman Claude Ashley to 
elect women on the board of educa- 
tion, but adversed the proposed 
charter amendments by the same 
author to give the schools not ex- 
ceeding 30 per cent of the city’s to- 
tal revenue; the state school fund 
and non-resident tuition fees, in 
addition, and empower the bvard 
to borrow for school purposes not 
exceeding $750,000. 

Action on the plan to annex saub- 
urban territory struck a snag and 
was postponed until another meet- 
ing to be held Saturday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock. The proposal to take 
in the territory embracing Lake- 
wood and the Federal pentitentiary 
was strongly opposed by S. B. Tur- 
man, well Known realty dealer. and 
Eugene Dickey, representing a 
group of clients. Preperty owners 
in the Druid hills section also pro- 
tested. 

If the tentative boundaries drawn 
py the subcommittee that conduct- 
ed a survey were fixed as the cor- 
porate limits of the city, Atlanta 
would be enlarged by approximate- 
ly ten square miles. A revision of 
the tentative line is expected at the 
meeting Saturday.

HOUSE AND SENATE 
FIGHT FOR MASTERY 


President Threatens Offi- 
cial Heads If “Lobby- 
ing” Is Taken Up Again. 
Patronage Tyoubles.

Washington, June 15.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire.)—If any per- 
son thinks the republicans of this 
country are marching in harmoni- 
ous tread these days, as they jour- 
ney along President Harding’s path 
toward whoever that 
person may be should have several 

“thinks” to draw from. 


The fact is the republican party 
is split today from center to cir- 
cumference, with the executive in 
the White House and his right bow- 
ers in the senate notoriously at war 
with each other; with majority 
leaders of the senate and house 
tugging against each other at the 
two ends of every legislative rope; 
and with the “best minds” on the 
outside in a jealous scramble among 
themselves in a patronage battle 
Such as has never been seen in 
Washington before. Students of in- 
ternal political insurrections, te- 
gardiless of their affiliations, will 
attest the statement that no party 
with such overwhelming govern- 
mental power as the republicans 
have today has ever before in 
America’s history tottered under 
the strain of dissension and in- 
Surgency as the party of the ad- 
ministration is tottering under to- 
day. It may be interesting to re- 
cite some of the issues of this G. 
QO. P. rebellion that is. gaining in 
momentum with each succeeding 
sunset: 

First, the strained relations be- 
tween President Harding and sen- 
ate leaders over patronage. 

Climax Is Reached. 

This came to a climax today when 
Senator Lodge, the administration 
spokesman and majority leader, held 
up the confirmation of Julius Klein, 
of Boston, to be director of the 
bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce. The veteran Massa- 
chusetts leader rushed to the White 
House to see the president, . but 
could not do so. He then gave 
vent to his feelings in no uncertain 
manner, declaring that the appoint- 
ment had been made without refer- 
ring it to him, or even advising him 
that such a name was being con- 
sidered, which the majority leader 
considered a serious break of polit- 
ical confidence. 

Today’s incident followed closely 
upon the heels of the appointment 
of Charles H. Nauts, of Ohio, to be 
internal revenue commissioner for 
the Toledo district against the 
courisel of Senator Willis, the lat- 
ter declaring the appointment per- 
sonally distasteful and a _ direct 
effort on the part of the president 
to embarrass the man who suc- 
ceeded to the president’s seat in the 
senate. Senator Willis is known 
to have been offended at the ap- 
pointment of Walter F. Brown, of 
Ohio, as the president’s personal 
representative in the government's 
reorganization committee, and to- 
day’s appointment of Nauts came 
as the straw that broke the camel’s 
back. 

But these matters only scratch 
the party surface so far as the real 
troubles are concerned. The senate 
and house majorities, to illustrate, 
as a second citation, are at-a tug 
of war over party mastery, with 
each side proud and unyielding in 
its position. 

Action on Peace Bill. 

This is best visualized through an 
analysis of the respective actions 
on “peace by resolution.” 

The Knox measure and the Por- 
ter measure are entirely dissimilar, 
and in refusing to accept the Knox 
measure the house threw down the 
gauntlet, and even willingly threw 
a parliamentary insult into the 
teeth of the senate majority. The 
senate promptly disagreed to the 
house measure and sent both reso- 
lutions to conference, which is like 
seeking to end a dog fight by tosg- 
ing a bone to the two belligerent 
canines. 

The same tack of legislative har- 
mony is shown in the proposed 
good roads legislation. The house 
committee has anonymously re- 
ported a bil! similar to the Dowell 
measure providing for a system of 
inter and intrastate highways sub-

New Yorkers, in their campaign- 
ing for Mr. Hopkins, have followed 
the expressed desires of the sandi- 
date and have not “talked” th® man, 
but his platform, the Hopkins plan. 
It was understood that Mr. Mack- 
intosh, the opponent of Mr. Hop- 
kins, has expressed himself as fa- 
voring the plan put forward, but 
has also gone on record as oppos- 
ing the surrender of authority by 
the association’s executive commit- 
tee which jis incorporated in the 
plan. 

Referred to Committee. 

The executive committee Wednes- 
day referred the Hopkins plan to 
a special subcommittee, which will 
present the plan to the convention 
Thursday afternoon with a favora- 
ble report, in all probability. The 
New York delegation has also ex- 
pressed the opinion that if the con- 
vention adopts the plan, it will also 
choose its originator, Mr. Hopkins, 
as the next president of the organi- 
zation. 

The modifications which were sug- 
gested for the plan by the execu- 
tive committee will not be indorsed 
by the New York delegation, which 
will make a floor fight to carry 
through the plan unchanged. 

The Hopkins plan involves an 
amendment to the constitution of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World, providing that the ad- 
ministrative functions of the asso- 
ciation shall be vested in a cabinet 
of five members, to consist of the 
president and four others chosen 
by him. The plan allows the presi- 
dent to go outside of the executive 
committee—composed of the _ vice 
presidents, the immediate past pres- 
ident and a woman member—to 
choose his cabinet. The modifica- 
tion proposed by Judge Charles J. 
Orbison, a vice president, was that 
the five on the cabinet should con- 
sist of the president and four vice 
president to be chosen by him. 


Hopkins Arguments. 


“What we want,” said a promi- 
nent supporter of the Hopkins plan, 
“is a president in fact as well as in 
name. We want a president who 
functions between conventions as 
well as a presiding officer at them.” 
The supporters of the plan say that 
their entire argument is summed up 
in the following query: “Do you 
want a president responsible to you 
or a president responsible to the 
vice presidents?” 

Objections to the plan which have 
been advanced are incorporated in 
this: 

“The creation of a cabinet of five 
members, clothed with full admin- 
istrative authority, would practical- 
ly amount to abolishing the execu- 
tive committee as now constituted. 
It would amount to a transfer of 
their whole authority into the hands 
of the president. The executive 
committee would confirm the se- 
lection of this cabinet but would 
have no authority to confirm the 
acts of this cabinet. Such an or- 
ganization would not be democratic. 

“We are fully in sympathy with 
the proposition that the adminis- 
trative functions of the association 
should be rendered more efficient. 
We hope to make them more effi- 
cient without making them less dem- 
ocratic. We believe our modifica- 
tion of the Hopkins plan will ac- 
complish that purpose.” ‘

Must Have Merchant Marine. 

“A nation like ours without a 
merchant ‘marine is an _ industrial 
vessel in peace and a helpless com- 
batant in war,” declared Senator W. 
L. Jones, of Washington, chairman 
of the United States Senate com- 
mittee on commerce in his address 
read by Herman Lane at the inter- 
departmental meeting Wednesday 
afternoon. Senator Jones was de- 
tained in the national capital by 
legislative business, and so could 
not be present as he had intended. 

After paying his respects to the 
faction opposed to the development 
of the American Merchant Marine, 
which he represented as partly the 
product of the “insidious and tar- 
reaching influence” of alien ship- 
ping interests through their close 
connections with our great business 
enterprises, he advocated an ex- 
tensive advertising campaign to be 
carried cut by the shipping board 
both to sell American transporta- 
tion to our people and to create a 
sentiment of governmental support 
of the Merchant Marine. 

Mr. Lane, who is the advertising 
manager of the U. S. Shipping 
Board, took the matter up where 
the senator left off and told the 
work of the board tin advertising 
on the lines advocated by the sena- 
tor. Since the creation of the ad- 
vertising department a little over 
a year ago, he said that $250,000 
had been spent by that department. 
He then went on to give further 
details about the merchant marine. 
which he said contained 1,600 ships, 
the largest fleet under single con- 
trol in the history of the world, 
and included many ships better than 
any afloat under foreign flagme He 
further called attention to the fact 
that according to the U. S. laws the 
merchant marine must be turned

COTTON FUTURE BLL 
EXPLANED IN SENATE 


15.—Senator 


Washington, June 
Dial, of South Carolina, explained 
to the senate yesterday his bill to 
amend the cotton futures tradinz 
uct by giving buyers and sellers of 
cotton contracts the option of re- 
quiring delivery of half of the cot- 
ton on two grades. Considerable 
interest in the bill, now before the 
senate agriculture committee, was 
manifested by the New England 
end western senators. 

" That the present cotton futures 
“one sided, unjust, unfair 
honest,” was asserted by 
Senator Dial. Senator Smoot, re- ! 
publican, Utah, asked whether the 
law had not been drawn in part by 
Mr. Dial’s colleague, Senator Smith, 
democrat, South Carolina, and Sen- 
ator Dial replied that the Smith- 
Lever law was a step in the right 
direction but did not go far enough. 

Among injustices to cotton grow- 
ers cited by Senator Dial was sta- 
tistics of the New Orleans and New 
York cotton exchanges for 1919. 
The senator said that on the New 
Orleans exchange 33,000,000 bales 
of cotton were sold during that 
year and 71,000,000 on the New York 
exchange, while the actual cotton 
production for 1919 was less than 
12,000,000 bales. Actual deliverics 
of cotton on both exchanges, he add- 
ed, amounted to only 40,000 bales. 

Cotton consumers, Senator Dial 
‘explained, were required under the 
(law and the cotton exchange regu- 
| lations to accept cotton offered on 
their future contracts or be givena 
cash settlement if the coton offered 
was not suitable for the consumer. 
This practice, he continued, result- 
ed in over selling in the markets, 
depressing the price of spot cotton. 
That his* bill to give sellers and 
buyers the option of delivering half 
of two grades of cotton would re- 
sult in much less short selling and 
therefore in less depression of spot 
cotton, was declared by Senator 
Dial. 

No action was requested or taken 
on the bill, Senator Dial stating 
that he desired merely to explain 
thoroughly its provisions, and that 
all he wished was fair and honest 
consideration.

Powell, vice president-of the Asso 
ciated clubs for district 16. whicn 
includes China, Japan and the Phil- 
ippine Islands. « Mr. Powell is the 
publisher of Millard’e Review, an 
American magazine published in 
Shanghai and is the delegate of the 
Advertising Club of China to the 
Atlanta convention, having arrived 
yesterday and is staying at _ the 
Piedmont hotel. 

Mr. Powell, who originally was 
professor of advertising at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, has lived in 
China for nearly five years. He 
eame to America about three months 
azo to attend the ad club conven-

Cancellation of the contracts by 
the president was announced by 
Secretary Weeks, who explained 
that they were entered into by a 
former director of sales of the war 
department, with the approval of 
Secretary Baker, and provided that 
the large accumulation of surplus 
military harness should be turned 
over to the company for eeapeens, 
The president, in cancelling the 
contracts, he said, acted upon the 
advice and recommendation of Mr. 
Daugherty, who reported after in- 
vestigation that the eontracts had 
been entered into in violation of 
criminal statutes prohibiting offi- 
cers Or employees of the gsovern- 
ment from having an interest in 
government property or contracts,

GERMANY BUSY 

Germany, beaten in the game of 
war, has recently been variously 
depicted by its own representatives 
and press agents as a nation hope- 
lessly insolvent, with its people 
staggering under an unsupportable 
burden of debt and oppression by 
the allies. 

But in the light of reliable re- 
ports brought out of Germany by a 
delegation of accredited British 
business men who returned recent- 
ly from an extensive tour of Ger- 
many, the sympathy-inviting Ger- 
man picture seems to have been 
somewhat exaggerated. 

What those business men saw on 
their travels prompted them to say 
in an official statement upon their 
return that in their opinion “the 
German people are better clothed, 
better shod, and more plenteously 
fed than many of the allied peo- 
ples,” and that between Cologne 
and Leipsig “not an inch of soil 
remains uncultivated, not a single 
sign of war was to be seen, but 
only an industrious and apparently 
prosperous people” 

In the towns visited by the dele- 
gation and through which it passed 
“there was much more activity in 
house building and decorating than 
in England.” 

The travelers came back with 
the impression that Germany is 
economically sound and industrial- 
ly vigorous and strong, cheerfully 
and hopefully forging ahead in a 
concerted effort to regain the pow- 
er and prestige it lost in the war. 

The German mark is still inordi- 
nately cheap, but possibly its value 
is being depressed and kept down 
for reasons purely political—the 
game reasons, no doubt, which in- 
spired the dolorous reports of Ger- 
man misery and hopelessness, sent 
out while Germany was seeking to 
evade the allied indemnity de- 
mands! 

But regardless of the measure 
of disrespect we may feel for the 
policies and characteristics of the 
German government, its people 
evidently are setting an example 
in thrift and courage and industry 
which might be emulated with 
proi.c ndt only in America, but 
throughout the whole world, for it 
is only by such enterprise and by 
the manifestation of such a spirit 
of determination to get ahead that 
the countries of this recently war- 
shattered world can ever get back 
to a normal basis of peace and 
prosperity.

A DO-NOTHING RECORD. 

From all parts of the country 
and from a variety of sources, in- 
cluding even the republican press,

DEADLOK ON SIZE 
OF ARMY OF 192 


June 15.—Conferees 
on the army appropriation bill 
reached a deadlock today on the 
size of’ next year’s army and de- 
cided to report the disagreement to 
the house and senate with request 
for further instructions. 

Secretary Weeks appeared at to- 
day’s meeting of the conferees to 
urge an agreement on the senate 
provision for a gradual reduction 
during the next fiscal year to a min- 
imum army of 150,000 enlisted men, 
but the house managers refused to 
yield from their position in favor 
of a quick reduction to that figure. 

The senate conferees were rep- 
resented as standing for a reduction 
from the 220,000 total in service 
July to a minimum of 150,000 which 
they said could be accomplished by 
next May. The house conferees, 
however, were said to be insisting 
that the reduction be carried out 
by October l. 

Secretary Weeks was understood 
to have told the conferees that 
should the position of the house 
managers prevail, he would not ac- 
cept responsibility for what might 
happen to the army, as he said it 
was impossible to reduce the garri- 
sons in the Philippines, Panama 
and Hawaii, and striking 70,U00U0 men 
from the rolls within three months 
would render the forces within the 
United States impotent. 

Agreement was reached on all 
other provisions of the bill. The dis- 
agreement as to the method of 
reaching a strength of 150,000 men 
will be reported first to the house.

ATLANTA'S TAX RATE 
WILL BE DISCUSSED 


Today at 12 o’clock representa- 
tives in the Georgia legislature from 
Fulton county, members of the city 
board of education and the finance 
committee of council, will meet in 
the office of Mayor Key to continue 
discussion of a plan considered at 
a meeting Wednesday to increase 
Atlanta’s tax rate and provide for 
the schools. 

The plan favored at the Wednes- 
day conference was one advocated 
by Superintendent of Schools W. F. 
Dykes last vear, and is was de- 
clared preferable to the request that 


ithe legislature increase the ad va- 
lorem tax rate of the city from $1.25 
to $1.50 on the $100. 
| Superintendent Dykes urged the 
necessity of a special school tax, 
with a reduction in the ad valorem 
rate. The figures discussed Wed- 
nesday were a little bigger “than 
his plan called for. It was ten- 
tatively suggested that a _ special 
school tax of 75 cents on the $100, 
at the same time lowering the ad 
valorem levy to $1, making total 
tax rate $1.75 on the $190, would 
provide sufficient funds. While this 
would reduce the city’s income by 
25 cents on the $190, the city would 
also be relieved of paying to the 
schools 22 per cent of its current 
income, which it does at present.

they had not committed themselves, 
as a meeting of the association was 
called for tomorrow in New York to 
discuss the situation. The action 
of the board in announcing that the 
agreement would be made public to- 
morrow was interpreted as tean- 
ing that it had been decided to 
enter into the agreement regardless 
of the attitude of the private oper- 
ators. 

The following statement was is- 
sued by the board tonight: 

“The shipping board had a meet- 
ing with a committee of owners 
at which meeting it was explained 
to the owners that the shipping 
board was committed. to a definite 
agreement with the engineers, 
which agreement will be made pub- 
lic Thursday.” 

It is expected that agreements 
between the shipping board and 
other marine workers’ untons will 
be negotiated at once along the 
general lines of agreement with the 
engineers. Commissioner Lissner, 
the only member of the new board 
who has not taken the oath of of- 
fice, is expected here tomorro’ 
when the agreement with the en- 
gineers will be formally signed. 
The board on Friday will be receiv- 
ed at the white house by President 
Harding when policies will be dis- 
cussed. 

In a statement tonight Winthrop 
L. Marvin, vice president of the 
American Steamship Owners’ asso- 
ciation, said representatives of the 
association gave the shipping board 
the reasons the private owners had 
declined to enter into any formai 
agreement with the unions.

In U. S. Congress 


Interesting Facts Are Given 
in Latest Edition of 
Directory.

Washington, June 15.—That_ the 
study of law is the most certain 
avenue Of approach to a seat in 
the United States senate or in the 
house of representatives and that 
a college education helps materialiy 
to accomplish the ambition of an 
American citizen who desires to 
become a member of congress are 
facts revealed by the latest edition 

of the Congressional Directory. 
It shows that 275 members of the 
house and 63 members of the sen- 


ate are lawyers. As the total mem- 
bership is 435, nearly two-thirds of 
its entire membership are of the 
legal profession, while more than 
two-thirds of the senate are like- 
Wise Qualified attorneys. 
Indicative of the value of a col- 
lege education, it is interesting to 
observe that 294 house members 
are college Men while 65 senators 
claim some American college or 


university as their alma mater. And | 


these figures do not include Repre- 
sentative J. E. Pringey, of Okla- 
homa, who writes proudly in his 
biography that he was graduated 
“With distinction from the Univer- 
Sity of Hard Knocks.” 

Without Schooling. 


Another member of the house, 
Representative Herrick, wants am- 
deficiency they can become con- 
tion to Know that in spite of that 
deffciency they can become con- 
gressmen, He is entirely’ self- 
taught, never having had a day of 
schuvoling in his life. 

Six members of the house, ex- 
clusive of the territorial repregen-

Brunswick, Canada; Adolph K. Sa- 
beth, also of Illinois, a native of 
Czecho-Slovakla, and M. A. Michael- 
son, Illinois, born in Norway.

debarred are S. P. Nicholson, of 
Colorado,- born on Prince Edward 
island; Frank* R. Gooding, Idaho, 
a nativé@ of England, and Knute 
Nelson, of Minnesota, born in Nor- 
way. 

Shortest Biography. 

Of all the biographies appearing 
in the directory, many of which run 
to great length, the shortest is that 
of Judge Frank Park, of the sec- 
ond Georgia district. The judge 
simply writes, “Frank Park, demo- 
crat, Sylvania,” and lets it go at 
that.

GRAIN WAREHOUSING 
- PLAN TS CONSIDERED 


Plan Would Enable Farmers 
to Use Certificates as 
Collateral. 


RY JOHN GLEISSNER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, June 15.—Representa- 


tives of farmers, grain dealers, ele- 
vator operators and others, have 
agreed to setin motion a plan which 
would enable farmers to use stor- 
age certificates as collateral in 
obtaining loans. 

Agreement was reached at a cen- 
ference here, held under the direc- 
tion of. Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace and Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover. 

The object of the scheme is to ex- 
tend the ability of farmers to get 
credit, and at the same time to sel] 
their products when they consider 
market conditions advantageous, It 
aims directly at conditions which 
have arowsed widespread complaint, 
the dearth of credit and the fact 
that farmers are frequently forced 
to sell their crops on a glutted and 
declining market. 

Receive Certificate. 


The farmer, it was explained, 
would haul his grain to the coun- 
try elevator and receive a certifi- 
cate setting forth the quantity, 
grade and quality, and showing the 
rate of charge for warehousing, 
storage and insurance against fire 
and other risks. Grain cotilad be 
hauled at the time of greatest farm 
economy, but immediate sale would 
not be necessary. The certificate 
would constitute an order for deliv- 
ery of the grain and would serve 
as prime collateral at the bank, or 
could be sold by the farmer when 
immediate sale would not be neces- 
sary. The certificate would con- 
stitute an order for delivery of the 
grain, and would serve as prime 
collateral at the bank, or could be 
sold by the farmer when he wished. 

The system of smal] local ele- 
Vators and warehouses which existg 
throughout the country makes it im- 
possible to provide for long storage 
of grain’ in anv quantity. If the 
farmer, as conditions are now, 
wishes to hold his grain until there 
is a more favorable market. he must 
keep it on the farm and borrow 
money from the local bank. where 
the credit relation is personal. The 
ability of the lacal bank to extend 
credit In turn is limited by the lack 
of collateral. 

In Rotation. 


Under the plan projected, the 
country elevator would have the 
right to ship grain to the terminal 
elevator, delivering upon presenta- 
tion of the certificate at the termi- 
nal, grain of the same or of higher 
grade. Freight and other charges 
would be deducted from the sale 
value. 

It is contemplated also that there 
should be Some means of settling 
disagreements as to quantity, grade 
and quality. since the settlement he- 
tween the farmer and country ele- 
vator must be absolute. It was sue- 
gested this could be = arranged 
through submission of samples to 
some nearby authority. such as the 
grade supervisor of the department 
of agriculture. 

Storage certificates wonld he safe- 
guarded by a method of insurance 
by liabilitv companies.

The United States peach insect 
laboratory station at Fort Valley, 
has issued the following bulletin | 
on the spraying of peaches: 

Do not spray the late varieties again this | 
season if the weather conditions are nore 
mal. between now and harvest of Elber- 
tas. On account of the prolonged dry spells 
a good deal of the spray material has 
remained on the fruit, and any further 
applications befvre harvest will tend to 
increase the spray residue on the fruit 
which is objectionable from the consumers 
standpoint. Furthemore, an excessive 
amount of arsenical residue on fruit may 
cause some criticism from state depart- 
ments of health. 

Thé thorough spraying and dusting at 
the times recommended by the local gov- 
ernment stations and other curculio control 
measures as carried out by all of the pro- 
gresive growers of the Georgia peach belt 
have resulted in complete success ia hand- 
ling the dreaded curculio or peach worm. 
The Hileys are coming in very clean and 
free of pest damage from the orvhards 
properly handled, and there is ‘no reason 
to believe that Georgia Belles and EI- 
bertas will not be just as clean and sound. 

(;rowers aré again reminded to atrip the 
trees of all fruit soon after harvest, and 
pick up and destroy every peach on the 
ground in the orchards. This practice will 
repay the orchardist manvfold next season 
by eliminating sources of brown rot in- 
fection and brown rot cankers on twigs. 
Do not haul out culls from packing sheds 
to ditches and other places.
